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Life in Hungary-Austria. 


Since I have explained the lan- 
guages which are spoken in Au- 
stria-Hungary, I will try to de- 
scribe some of the customs and 
occupations of the people. 

Austria’s large manufacturing 
industries have been chiefly de- 
veloped in the northern part of 
the Empire, and scarcely any 
important commercial mineral is 
lacking there, except platinum. 

However, all industries are at a 
dead stand still, since most of the 
working class have emigrated to 
this country, and the Empire, in- 
stead of increasing in prosperity, 
is steadily decreasing for the 
want of laborers. This is chiefly 
because their wages are very 
small in comparison with those 
which are paid in this country. 
For example an industrious for- 
eigner in the western part of 
Pennsylvania working in the 
mine or drawing coke can earn 
from $70 to $80 a month, while 
it would take seven or eight 
months in Austria to earn a like 
amount. 

Each male native must enlist 
in the army or navy for a term 
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of three years and at present a 
standing army of 375,000 officers 
and men is maintained. All 
military commands are given out 
in German, but a changeis ex- 
pected in the near future. The 
navy is comparatively small, Au- 
stria’s sea coast being scarcely 
four hundred miles. 

The northern portion of the 
country is largely devoted to 
raising flax and grain. Here 
the customs of the people are 
very peculiar. The men wear 


-long hair, real wide linen trous- 


ers and a large felt hat which 
they grease at regular intervals; 
a process of preservation which 
makes a hat almost perpetual 
in its wear. The women in turn 


wear fancy lace clothing, short 
skirts, and leather boots. 


However humble or poor a 
family may be, they all possess a 
little cottage or home, several 
acres of farming land, a strong 


team of oxen (as they are used 
in preference to horses. ) 


The girls marry while they are 
quite young, generally at theage 
of sixteen, while the men are 
eighteen years of age or up- 
wards. 
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Most of the foreigners in this 
country are married and remit a 
certain amount of money every 
month to their families for house 
necessities. For this purpose 
Foreign Exchange banks and 
Steamship Agencies have been 
established at certain points. In 
fact, without these offices a for- 
eigner would be utterly helpless 
as they consider an office of this 
kind as a bureau of information. 

The capital of Austra-Hungary 
is Buda-Pest, one of the most 
beautiful cities in Europe. Most 
of the people take Buda-Pest to 
be one city, but in reality there 
are two distinct cities similar to 
New York and Brooklyn. Buda 
is divided from Pest by the fa- 
mous Danube river. All the 
government buildings are located 
in Buda. Pest boasts of having 
one of the finest and most ex- 
pensive streets in the world, sev- 
eral miles in lengthand extreme- 
ly wide, paved with small blocks 
of polished ebony wedged into 
each other. This street is called 
‘‘Andrasy Utza’’ (Andrew’s 
street.) Motor cars are alto- 
gether barred from entering and 
only rubber-tired vehicles and 
horses with muffled shoes are 
permitted to pass through. 
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On Saturday, January 12th the 
cadets of A. M. A. and the peo- 
ple of the neighborhood were de- 


lightfully entertained by Mr. 
Taylor, who recited many funny 
and humorous pieces. 

One of his selections was the 
famous sermon preached by the 
negro preacher Jasper of Rich- 
mond, Va., ‘“The Sun do Move.”’ 
This was greatly enjoyed by the 
audience. 

Without a doubt Mr. Taylor 
will be gladly welcomed when- 
ever he comes to A. M. A. again, 
which we hope will be in the 
near future.

Not 
only in our own country but in 
others are found schools, colleges 
and universities whose high 
standards of excellence are un- 
questionable.
